Rev. Florence McCarthy, formerly of Mid­ 
dletown, having been tried and dismissed 
from the charge of a Baptist Church in Chi­ 
cago, is delivering a lecture entitled “ Who 
Wouldn’t be a Minister?" The lecture is an 
amusing and good-tempered 
composition, 
from which we make a few extracts. 
Mr. Mc 
earthy proceeds to describe the nice time a 
minister lied when he settled over a church 
He was first invited to preach on Sunday, and 
did so. 
Result—he made a good impression, 
every one wag kind, but mysterious and non­ 
committal as a mile post. 
At the last mo­ 
ment he was invited to return next Saboath. 
He did so, and preached again. 
Resnlt—the 
good manifestation was deepened. 
The peo­ 
ple wake up a little, the sermon was slightly 
praised by the deacons, only by insinuation, 
however. 
At the fourth sermon the congre­ 
gation slept as soundly us infants. 
Waking 
up ut the close the congregation crowded 
round him and told bim it* a most disinterest­ 
ed way that, thank God, their church was a 
perfectly united body, that they were proud 
they did not owe a cent, and that they ex­ 
pected, at no distant day, to build a fine 
hou.-e of worship. A unanimous call was giv­ 
en, with $2,5000 u year. 
Never was such a 
unanimous call given to any oue before. 
It 
was accepted In tears. 
The deacons 
pro­ 
posed prayers, and therein expressed their 
tbunks to the Almighty that the young minis­ 
ter was so fortunate as to settle in such a 
church, doing so mach better than he might 
naturally expect to do. 
How 
much confi­ 
dence could be placed in these gilt-edged 
promises? 
They woald learn from the pas­ 
tor, if they called upon him one year after­ 
ward, that the church was divided into three 
parties, admirers of three ministers other 
tliau himself; that seventeeen members had 
not voted on his call, bat had pledged them­ 
selves that be should not lire in peace; that 
Hie mother of an Interesting family of girls 
had voted for him purely with an eye to busi­ 
ness; that another family bad voted for him 
to spite their friends, and that the rest did so 
because, as he was a single man, he coaid 
live on nothing. 


one or TQK pntar troubles 
which befel a minister—and it was a matter 
which they would never suppose be would 
have any trouble about—was the m anage­ 
ment of bis hair. 
My own hair has been the 
cause I fear of much of my misfortune. 
I 
never thought of it until recently; bat now I 
remember that the people who ousted me 
from Union Park Church are exactly those 
who used to labor with me about my hair. 
Alisoluteiy that church bas split od my hair. 
After watching public sentiment in my church 
on this subject for about one year, I can as­ 
sure you there were three parties in it on the 
subject of my hair. 
The first insisted on its 
being brushed down close. 
The second, on 
Us being stuck up on end. 
The third—the 
conservative party—on having it loosened up. 
It is said that at a Methodist Conference at 
which a young minister wished to be ordained, 
a brother asked the applicant if he would not 
abandon bis pariiose if shown by the Bible 
that he was not called to preach ? The young 
man replied, “ Certainly;" whereupon 
the 
brother read from Isaiah the words, “ How 
beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of 
him who firings good tidings"—at the same 
time pointing to the candidate's 
“ under­ 
standings.” 
His feet were about the size of 
canal boats. 
Mr. McCarthy then presented 


THE HUMOROUS SIDE 
of pastoral visitations, expressing bis lielief 
that nine out of every ten churchgoers would 
rather be struck by paralysis than for a min­ 
ister to call on them on a week day and ask 
to pray with them, and yet if the pastor leaves 
the house without offering to pray, the lady 
went to ber neighbors and complained of the 
indifference of the minister. 
The greatest 
sorrow of ministerial life was the order of dea­ 
cons, and it arose out of the rad that those 
dignitaries are seif-coustituted teachers and 
masters of the pastor. 
Could anything be 
moro absurd ? 
Deacons resembled the char­ 
acters of Bottom and befriends in tbs “ Mid­ 
summer Night s Dream." It would naturally 
tie expected that such a body of men would 
feel some diffidence about giviog advice, 
much less giving commands, to the pastor. 
We lave heard of nurses lu hospitalgiving ad­ 
vice to the physicians, or of bailifls in courts 
giving advice to judges, or of corporals in the 
army giving instructions to generals, but 
there was no “ Bottom the Weaver” deacon 
who after six weeks of office did not feel him­ 
self competent to revise the pastor’s theology, 
and rebuke him for imperfections which the 
angels in glory would not think of reflecting 
on each other. 
When a man was first made 
a deacon khe was a modest m an—a white- 
livered, tremulous man. 
He went round the 
church in a humble, apologetic manner, seem­ 
ing to say, “ I hope I don't intrude,” blushing 
as does a bride when first addressed as 
“ Mrs.” 


deacons 
were like Federal officers—they never resigned, 
and seldom died. 
It took a deacon oue week 
to ascertain that his mission was to ham string 
the pastor. 
When he became fully impressed 
with his importance he started off at a break­ 
neck run to find bls pastor, and when he foond 
bim he addressed to him the following pointed 
and eloquent and soul^stirring rem ark: “ Sir, 
I think you ought to reeign." No man need 
consider himself a deacon in good standing 
unless he has performed this heroic and self­ 
sacrificing duty. 
The uext solemn and diffi­ 
cult duty.of a deacon was to see that his pas­ 
tor, if a single man, married bis daughter. 
The lecturer said that be could not give the 
exact chapter and verse of Scripture lo which 
it was found, but be did know that every dea­ 
con thought be bad a divine right to marry 
his daughter to his pastor, and wonderful to 
say, they never bad that right when the 
daughter is an eligible person. 
If the girl 
had plenty of offers, attentions on the part of 
the pastor were prohibited. 
If however, the 
damsel was six feet high, of thirty Barnmen, 
with asthma, and hadn't a beau since she was 
sixteen, then this divine right would be urged 
with the greatest energy. 
Mr. McCarthy 
showed how young ministere might be com­ 
pelled to resigu churches owing lo their oppo­ 
sition lo the deacon’s views in this regard. 
.Speaking of deacons, the lecturer said when 
you tell a man to “ go to the dickens,” it was 
evident that the phrase was originally " go to 
the deacons," aud that in Greek the words 
meaning “ deacon” and “ devil" were almost 
identical. 
In this view he was supported by 
no less autbority-than Spurgeon, who, when 
asked to define the difference between deacon 
and devil, saki, “ If you revile the devil* ^ 
will fly from you; if you revile the deacon, he 
will fly at you."

W h o W o u ld n 't be a m in iste r? 
Rev. Florence McCarthy, formerly of Mid­ 
dletown, having been tried and dismissed 
from the charge of a Baptist Church in Chi­ 
cago, is delivering a lecture entitled “ Who 
Wouldn’t be a Minister?” The lecture is an 
amusing nnd good-tempered composition, 
from which we make a few extracts. Mr. Me 
Carthy proceeds to describe the nice time a 
minister had when he settled over a church. 
He was first invited to preach on Sunday, and 
did so. Result—he made a good impression, 
every one wag kind, but mysterious and non­ 
committal as a mile post. At the last mo­ 
ment he was invited to return next SabDath. 
He did so, and preached again. Resnlt—the 
good manifestation was deepened. The peo­ 
ple wake up a little, the sermon was slightly 
praised by the deacons, only by insinuation, 
however. At the fourth sermon the congre­ 
gation slept as soundly us infants. WakiDg 
up at the close the congregation crowded 
round him and told him in a most disinterest­ 
ed way that, thank God, their church was a 
perfectly united body, that they were proud 
they did not owe a cent, and that they ex­ 
pected, at no distant day, to build a tiue 
house of worship. A unanimous call was giv­ 
en, with $2,5000 a year. Never was such a 
unanimous call given to any one before. It 
was accepted 1n tears. The deacons pro­ 
posed prayers, and thereia expressed their 
thanks to the Almighty that the young minis­ 
ter was so fortunate as to settle in such a 
church, doing so much better than he might 
naturally expect to do. How much confi­ 
dence could be placed in these gilt-edged 
promises? They would learn from the pas­ 
tor, if they called upon him one year after­ 
ward, that the church was divided into three 
parties, admirers of three ministers other 
than himself; that sevenleeen members had 
not voted on his call, but had pledged them­ 
selves that he should not live in peace; that 
the mother of an interesting family of girls 
had voted for him purely with an eye to busi­ 
ness ; that another family had voted for him 
to spite their friends, and that the rest did so 
because, as he was a single man, he could 
live on nothing. 
ONE OF THE FIRST TROUBLES 
which befel a minister—and it was a matter 
which they would never suppose he would 
have any trouble about—was the manage­ 
ment of his hair. My own hair has been the 
cause I fear of much of my misfortune. I 
never thought of it until recently; but now I 
remember that the people who ousted me 
from Union Park Church are exactly those 
who used to labor with me about my hair. 
Absolutely that church has split on my hair. 
After watching public sentiment in my church 
on this subject for about one year, I can as­ 
sure you there were three parties in it on the 
subject of my hair. The first insisted on its 
being brushed down close. The second, on 
Us being stuck up on end. The third—the 
conservative party—on having it loosened up. 
It is said that at a Methodist Conference at 
which a young minister wished to be ordained, 
a brother asked the applicant if he would not 
abandon his purpose if shown by the Bible 
that he was not called to preach ? The youDg 
man replied, “ Certainly;” whereupon the 
brother read from Isaiah the words, “How 
beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of 
him who brings good tidings”—at the same 
time pointing to the candidate’s “ under­ 
standings.” His feet were about the size of 
canal boats. 
Mr. McCarthy then presented 
THE HUMOROUS SIDE 
of pastoral visitations, expressing his belief 
that nine out of every ten churchgoers would 
rather be struck by paralysis than for a min­ 
ister to call on them on a week day and ask 
to pray witli them, and yet if the pastor leaves 
the house without offering to pray, the lady 
went to her neighbors and complained of the 
indifference of the minister. The greatest 
sorrow of ministerial life was the order of dea­ 
cons, and it arose out of the fact that those 
dignitaries are self-constituted teachers and 
masters of the pastor. Could anything be 
moro absurd ? Deacons resembled the char­ 
acters of Bottom and bisjriends in the “ Mid­ 
summer Night’s Dream.” It would naturally 
be expected that such a body of men would 
feel some diffidence about giving advice, 
much less giving commands, to the pastor. 
We have heard of nurses iu hospitalgiving ad­ 
vice to the physicians, or of bailifls in courts 
iving advice to judges, or of corporals in the 
army giving instructions to generals, but 
there was no “ Bottom the Weaver” deacon 
who after sLx weeks of office did not feel him­ 
self competent to revise the pastor’s theology, 
and rebuke him for imperfections which the 
angels in glory would not think of reflecting 
on each other. When a man was first made 
a deacon ;he was a modest man—a white- 
livered, tremulous man. He went round the 
church in a humble, apologetic manner, seem­ 
ing to say, “ I hope I don’t intrude,” blushing 
as does a bride when first addressed as 
Mrs.” 
DEACONS 
were like Federal officers—they never resigned, 
and seldom died. It took a deacen one week 
to ascertain that his mission was to hamstring 
the pastor. When he became fully impressed 
with his importance he started of! at a break­ 
neck run to find his pastor, and when he found 
him he addressed to him the following pointed 
and eloquent and souljStirring remark: “ Sir, 
I think you ought to resign.” No man need 
consider himself a deacon in good standing 
unless he has performed this heroic and self- 
sacrificing duty. The next solemn and diffi 
cult duty of a deacon was to see that his pas 
tor, if a single man, married his daughter. 
The lecturer said that he could not give the 
exact chapter and verse of Scripture in which 
it was found, but he did know that every dea­ 
con thought he had a divine right to marry 
his daughter to his pastor, and wonderful to 
say, they never had that right when the 
daughter is an eligible person. If the girl 
had plenty of ofler3, attentions on the part of 
the pastor were prohibited. If however, the 
damsel was six feet high, of thirty summers, 
with asthma, and hadn’t a beau since she was 
sixteen, then this divine right would be urged 
with the greatest energy. Mr. McCarthy 
showed how young ministers might be com­ 
pelled to resign churches owing to their oppo­ 
sition to the deacon’s views in this regard. 
Speaking of deacons, the lecturer said when 
you tell a man to “ go to the dickens,” it was 
evident that the phrase was originally “ go to 
the deacons,” and that in Greek the words 
meaning “ deacon” and “ devil" were almost 
identical. In this view he was supported by 
no less authority-than Spurgeon, who, when 
asked to define the difierence between deacon 
and devil, said, “ If you revile the devU* -^ , 
will fly from you; if you revile the deacon, Jhe 
will fly at you.”

been takeu the decision was sustained bv 110 
to 38. 
At this point aud ufter having got through 
only oue page of the bill the committee rose. 
The slow rate of progress made on the bill 
thus fur has been chiefly owing to the difficul­ 
ty of getting a quorum to vote on any propo­ 
sition. 
Much time has been wasted in lids 
way and in the resulting necessity of having 
the roll called. 
The lull contains seventy 
printed pages and although It was reported 
over two months ago and lias beeu limier 
consideration four or five weeks only the twen- 
ty seeond page has been reached.

We are sick to death oí it; when will it end 
—this everlasting .talk about Butler, inflation, 
contraction, expansion, the slackness ofjbusi- 
ness, the hard times, church scandals, the 
daily horrible and atrocious munler.Eastma j ’s 
and other men's rapid transits, the sinking 
of long steamships and the unimaginable com­ 
pletion of the Poughkeepsie bridge ? 
Spring 
is coming anil we feel bilious and can’t stand 
so much heavy stufl. 
Now won’t some week­ 
ly newspaper as far oflas Orange county,favor 
us with one of its old jokes when it sees that 
word bilious above? Shouldn’t wonder. 


The Brooklyn Eagle has alighted upon sur 
table just to say that the Springfield Republi­ 
can tells ns that “ a husband, wife and child 
about a year old were drunk oq a street cor­ 
ner in Providence, R. I., the other day.” In­ 
stances of joint and several Iutoxicatlou on 
the part of husbands autl wives eveu on the 
streets are, unfortunately, not so rare in this 
locality as to call for any speciul notice; but, 
happily, examples of precocious depravity 
such as distinguish this Providence Infant are 
entirely unknown here, where rum is compar­ 
atively free. 
That’s precisely how it isn’t 
here; neither do we have any wives “about a 
year old.” 
Providence must be nearer the 
tropics than it is laid down in our maps. 


Cremation is gradually taking shape as a 
practical thing in various parts of the world. 
A bill has beeu introduced at Albany to in­ 
corpórate the Cremation Society of New York. 
Among the incorporators aro certain well- 
known citizens of the first respectability and 
whose good sense aud mental balance has 
never been questioned in other matters. 
On 
getting its charter the society will exist in 
the form of a stock concern with a capital of 
$53,000. 
We really hope the movement will 
finally establish itself, especially in our large 
cities, where some different and more whole­ 
some way of disposing of the dead than by 
burial is a want increasingly felt as popula­ 
tions grow larger and denser. 
That prejudice 
and habit should array themselves against it, 
is to be expected; we have so long looked up" 
ou a single method of putting the bodies of 
our lost ones out of sight as hallowed by age 
and sanctioned by the verbal forms of the 
Christian ritual, that a change so great as 
this proposed by the reformers strikes some of 
us as would an outcry agaiust the doctrine of 
immortality itself. 
As time goes 011 it will 
be seen that to burn our dead in an artificial 
furnace is only doing in a few hours precisely 
what nature doe3 for them in the grave in the 
course of as many years. 
All flesh is ulti­ 
mately burned up; how soon or how late af- 
tor death the end is reached, depends upon 
the beat of the fire. 


** W o r k in g up the Hou»e.” 
Our Representatives are sometimes accused, 
with more or less show of season, of being 
slow and prolix in their tricks and manners. 
But even the elephant in our era (and no 
doubt the behemoth could in his) can start ofl 
at a very lively gait when lie is vigorously 
punched in the head with a sharp irou prod; 
so can Congress. 
How else did it happen 
that the appropriation of $103,000 to build a 
military telegraph along the frontiers of Texas 
passed the House after only a five-minute de­ 
bate? 
Why, this is Ies3 time than Butler or­ 
dinarily requires to take a chew of tobacco 
from his gold box, put it between his massive 
and statesmanlike jaws and get it moistened 
through. 
Less time than Colfax used to nesd 
to get that sweet and seductive smile of his 
in good working order for the day’s business 
&Ler being at a missionary meeting over 
night; yet it was done. Lest it should bo sug­ 
gested that the amount was too small for a 
pack of meu to quibble about in whose arith­ 
metic nothing loss than a million makes a 
unit, we hasten to explain that the House had 
been “ worked u p ” by the Texas delegation. 
That little operation consumed two or three 
weeks of the delegation’s valuable lime, to say 
nothing of the cost of board and washing in 
Washington, dinuers to “ doubtful” mem­ 
bers, cocktails, the theatres, cigars and other 
necessaries of life.

FIRST BLOOD FOR BROOKS. 


L ittle R ock, April 21.—During the pa­ 
rade before the Anthony House of a number 
of Degro soldiers who were being addressed 
by Gov. Baxter a number of shots were fired 
by Brooks’ sympathizers and a general battle 
seemed imminent. 
Col. Rose of the United 
States army barricaded the streets leading to 
the State House, formed one company be­ 
hind it, had tbe remainder of his force out on 
the other streets and prevented a collision.

A Sad Picture of Destruction an d Suf­ 
fering. 


N ew O rleans, April 21.—Capt. Porter of 
the 3teamer Alice reports the whole of Amite 
Valley under water. 
The river generally has 
a bank of twelve to fifteen feet, but now the 
water is four feet deep over the banks and 
has washed away houses, implements, &e., 
and the inhabitants have fied to tbe high 
lands, whero they now abide iu a destitute 
condition. 
General M. Jeff Thompson, Chief 
State Engineer, telegraphs from Baton Rouge 
to-day that Hyckey crevasse is 1,200 feet wide 
and passes seven^feet of water at a velocity 
of eight miles per hour.

SENATE. 
W ashington, April 21. 
Mr. SCOTT called up the b it providing for 
tbe payment of the bonds of the Louisville & 
Portland Canal Company, the question being 
on agreeing to the amendments of the House 
aa amended by the Senate. 
Mr. CONKLING reviewed tbe history of tbe 
canal and the probabilities of a law suit if tbe 
government should take possession of it. 
He 
moved to reconsider the vote by which the 
amendments of the Finance Committee to the 
House bill were agrepd to several days ago 
and said these amendments were concurred in 
early after the meeting of the Senate and be­ 
fore a number of Senators were in their seats. 
The vote was reconsidered and tbe question 
then recurred upon the amendment of the Fi­ 
nance Committee to strike out the amend­ 
ment in the House bill that the canal should 
not be taken possession of nor any money paid 
till the state of Kentucky should cede to the 
United States jurisdiction over the same, to­ 
gether with all rights to tax the property, 
and it was adopted by yeas 40 nays 4. 
The bill now goes back to the House for 
concurrence. 
Tbe Senate resumed the consideration of 
the Louisiana bill, upon which Stockton of 
New Jersey was entitled to the floor. 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN said he gave notice 
a few days ago that he would call up the civil 
rights bill to-day. 
He now gave notice that 
he would call it up as soon as the pending 
bill should be disposed of, 
Mr, STOCKTON, before commencing Ids 
speech, yielded to Conklins; for a motion for 
an executive session, which was agreed to and 
at half-past four the Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of executive busiuess. 
After a 
few minutes the doors were re-opened and the 
Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
The Senate amendment to the bill for the re­ 
lief of suflerers by the inundation of the lower 
Mississippi was concurred in. 
The amend­ 
ment provides that the act shall expire on the 
1st of September next. 
The House then at 2 o’clock went into Com­ 
mittee of the Whole, Woodford of New York 
in the chair, 
011 the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill. 
About an 
hour and a half was spent in discussing the 
question of pay of gaugers under the iuternal 
revenue laws. 
The bill contained a proviso 
that the maximum pay shall be $5 per day. 
Mr. BANNING of Ohio moved to strike out 
this proviso. 
The motion to strike out was lost, but a mo­ 
tion to substitute $7 for $5 a day, made by 
Mr. Ward of Illinois, was carried. 
$ An amendment offered by Dunnell of Minne­ 
sota to substitute for an item $200,000 for 
postage stamps for the Treasury Department 
an item of $5,000 for the cost of furnishing 
official postage stamps wa3 ruled out of order 
by the Chairman on the ground that the 
amendment conflicted with the law abolishing 
tbe franking privilege, 3nd an appeal having 
been takeu the decision wa3 sustained bv 110 
to 38. 
At this point and after having got through 
only one page of the bill the committee rose. 
The slow rate of progress made on the bill 
thus far has been chiefly owing to the difficul­ 
ty of getting a quorum to vote on any propo­ 
sition. 
Much lime li»3 been wasted in this 
way and in the resulting necessity of having 
the roll called. 
The bill contains seventy 
printed pages and although it was reporte d 
over two months ago and lias been under 
consideration four or five weeks only the twen­ 
ty-second page has been reached. 
The House at a quarterpast five adjourned.

OVER AND TERM INEtt. 


Judge Douginas B oardm an Presiding. 
On Tuesday morning the Jury iu No. 112, 
Ilallenbeck vs. Peter Taylor, came into court 
and rendered a verdict for defendant. 
No. 125, A lm ira aliter vs. Alonzo Johnson 
et al., was then tried, 
l^ie attorneys are A. 
R. Henderson for the plaintiff, A. Scboon- 
maker, Jr., of counsel for plaintiff, F. L. 
Westbrook for defendants. 
This is an action 
brought to recover damages of defendants for 
giving the plaintiff in tho spring of 1871, who 
was at that time a newly married woman, a 
skiinelton. 
The parties lived at that time at 
Pine Hill, and the plaintiff, who wa* a widow 
by name Almira Distance, took unto herself a 
husband during the month of April, 1871, 
whose name was William Sliter. 
The next 
night after tho marriage, as claimed, a num­ 
ber of the Pine Hiller* assembled together, 
got fearfully loaded at the »aloon of one 
Johnson, and then “ rode a sklmelton.’’ 
Ac­ 
cording to the evidence they must have acted 
very much like a troop of wild Indians, for 
they loaded their guns with gravel and fired 
through the window* directly Into the bouse, 
so that the wads were found in the rooms the 
next morning. 
They were requested to cease 
their noise, because a sick child was In the 
house, but refused. 
The Justice of the Peace, 
Charles Smith, attempted to disperse them, 
but was told In language that may be polite 
for Pine HUI, but would certainly hardly do 
for a drawing room, to leave. 
It seems this 
row was kicked up simply because the newly- 
made Benedict wouldn't “ com edow n’’ with 
the sum of Si for the skimiltoners to buy more 
rum with. 
The defence is that she ta rte d 
them to come and give a skim llton; and furth­ 
er, that she remained good friends with the 
parties and did not think of sueing them until 
nearly a year afterwards; that she brought au 
action then because she became offended at 
one ot the defendants. 
Tho first witness sailed w as A lm ira S l it e r , 
who testified: 
I am the plaintiff; I am living 
at present at Cbichestervllle; at the time of the 
acts complained of I lived at Pine Hill; I 
lived on the Birch Creek road, where I owned 


a bouse and lo t; I was a widow lady and had 
three children; was living in my house in 
April, 1871; my oldest child was eighteen years 
old last January; iu April, 1871, I married Mr. 
Sliter; before marriage my name was Distance; 
we were married Sunday night,the 2d of April, 
and tho attack was made on Monday night,the 
3d; the attack lasted until after 12 o’clock ut 
night; just at dark they commenced their 
skimelton as they called it; Mr. Sliter wont to 
the door, and asked them to leave; one of the 
defendants, Mr. Hanley, said, “N o 
, we 
won’t leave until we bring you out;’’ Mr. Sliter 
said “ You won’t bring me out because I asked 
you not to do this because the boy was sick) 
and you refused.” 
Finally some one In the 
crowd said, “ Let us load up and shoot in the 
house,’’ and then we went in the rear room of 
the bouse; they fired through tbehouso; threw 
stones and fired stones in tbs windows so I 
swept up a double handful of atones and wads 
from the room tho next morning: they shot in 
the roof also, as could be seen by the splinters 
and pieces of shingles found th* next morning; 
Willie the l>oy wa* sleeping in a recess; we 
carried the children in a bedroom in the rear; 
my house is very near the road; I should think 
there were fifty persons in the company; they 
were very noisy; sang vulgar songs, swore, 
hurrahed, and acted as they generally do at 
skimeltons up there; they had horns, bells, 
guns; tins they drummed on, and bad clubs 
with which they pounded the fence; some of 
the boards wore knocked off; one of them 
went on the stoop and fired a gun od close to 
the window; there were from fourteen to six 
teen panes of glass broken by tho firing; ] 
recognised Sherril Sagondorf, Theodor* Sag 
endorf, Emory Lummia and Ephraim Hanley; 
Alonzo Johnson kept a drinking saloon; the 
crowd came from the saloon; a day or two af­ 
ter the transaction I met Mr. Johnson; I had 
my l>oy with me; he said “ How is your boy T" 
I replied “ Not very well." Then said he, “ If 
we had known he was so feeble wo wouldn’t 
have giveu you a skimelton." 
During the 
skimelton one of the men who appeared to be 
the captain would tell tho crowd to go to head 
quarters to load up. 
Thin they would go to 
the saloon. 
Cross- E ca rn intel—Before I married Silver 
my name was Distance, and before that my 
name was Pluce. 
A number of times th* 
folks have said, “ I hoar you ar* going to be 
married soon," and I would say, “ You seem 
to know my business better than I do mjself." 
Once in January they spoke about It lo th* 
store of W att Hill and did come tbat night 
and make a noise; the reason I know John­ 
son sold intoxicating liquor was tbat I saw 
drunken men aroutiJ there. 
This affair took 
place in 1871 aud we did not bring a suit un­ 
til in 1k73; never had uny particular diffi­ 
culty with .Sherril Sagondorf; ho brought a 
suit against me in justice's court,but withdrew 
it; this was in 1«72, the same year I moved 
away from there; Sherril Sagondorf said af­ 
terward* he was sorry they had done it; that 
if it hadn't been for rum it would never have 
taken place. 
He further said they ought to 
lie made to suffer for It; that he didn’t except 
himself. 
William Sliter, tho husband, testified that 
he went to the saloon of Johnson and asked 
him if they intended to give a horning that 
night; that he wished they wouldn't do It, be­ 
cause the child was sick. 
Johnson replied bo 
had advised them to do it, and guessed it 
wouldn't do any harm. 
I told them they 
must tako the consequences ami left. 
When 
they came at night they kept calling “ Com* 
out with two dollars " “ Come down with two 
dollars." 
I told them I wouldn't giv* on* 
cent to treat them with, because I had asked 
them uot to do It, and they had refused. 
They said they would keep it up all night. 
After that they fired in the house;iome gravel 
stones aud wads came in the room. 
We 
heard clattering on the roof during th* firing. 
The child was very mush excited aud fright­ 
ened. 
Charles Smith came there and told 
them they must slop it; that they were a 
nuisance to th* whole neighborhood. 
Smith 
was a Justice of th* Peace. 
Hanley told him 
he was showing h is and had better go 
home. 
Theodore S&gendorf said afterwards 
be was so d—• n drunk bo didn’t know whether 
he put gravel stones in bis gun or not. 
Cross-Exam ined—I did uot go to Sagen­ 
dorfs house last Saturday to help .throw his 
things out of the bouse; I was sent there by 
Justle# Joseph Smith. 


A number of other wiiDcsses were sworn on 
both sides, 
tbs defense claiming by their 
proof that no bullets bad been shot In the 
house; that the hole claimed by the plaintifl 
to be a bullet bole was merely a knot hole. 
The defense also showed that plaintifl had in­ 
timated during the wiuter that she was going 
to get married, and that a large party then 
turned out for a big time. 
They went to the 
house of plaintifl and banged away for awhile, 
when she came out,playiag the fool with them, 
saying, “ You don’t make half noise enough. 
Can't you do better, Ac. ? 


In charging the jury the Judge said the 
skimelton was one of those barbarous cus­ 
toms tbat are still tolerated In some parts of 
the country, but that can be considered as 
nothing else than a boisterous, noisy assemb- 
lage, generally offensive to the neighborhood, 
and exceedingly annoying to the persons 
whose houses they visit. 
His Honor further 
said, as trespassers they are liable to be suet!, 
and the plaintiff should be allowed such dam­ 
ages as a jury should decide to give. 
That 
there was no evidence in this case of an invi­ 
tation that the assemblage should take place; 
that under the circumstances the jury could 
come to no other conclusion than that the 
men engaged in the proceedings were engaged 
in it wilfully. 
He further said the jury should 
bring in a verdict for the plaintiff, the only 
question for them to determine being the 
amount of damages.

In taking away a large quantity of manure 
from the farm of plaintiff.

aud before possession was given defendant, 
as claimed, carted away the manure. 
De­ 
fendant’s counsel usked to have the complaint 
dismissed on tbegrouud that the cause of action 
stated therein was for conversion, whereas an 
action could not be maintained for the con­ 
version of manure; that sort of property, when 
on a farm, being considered real estate.

S h a d f i s h i n g < 
The following account of shad Aahing on the 
Hudson we clip from an up-riv0V exchange, 
which says it is not original a ti A doesn’t know 
to whom the credit Is due. “ The shad fisher­ 
ies of the Hudson ar* no Unimportant branch 
of business. 
During the season, which ex­ 
tends only from the 1st of April to the middle 
of May, over one million of fish are usually 
caught, which are worth at least $300,000. 
The fishing is begun around Sandy Hook, and 
from there to Stapleton, Staten Island. 
Drift 
nets are used. 
These nets are allowed to 
drift with the tide, being kept straight by a 
boat 
at 
each 
end. 
From 
Stapleton 
to the 
Highlands 
stake 
nets 
are 
em­ 
ployed. 
Poles are set at regular 
Inter­ 
vals across the river, leaving room for vessels 
to (mss. 
To these poles gill nets are fastened, 
and the fish passing up the river are caught in 
the meshes. 
Above the Highlands drift nets 
are again used. 
Very few fish are caught 
above Hudson and Kinderhook, although a 
few run up to Troy. 
Tho fish house of Capt. 
Sam Ludlow, the veteran shad fisherman, was 
visited, whose mode of conducting the fishing 
may be taken as a sample. 
He has 150 nets 
and poles set in five rows across the Hudson. 
Each pole costs from $8 to $10, and the nets 
cost $5 
a piece. 
There is 
considerable 
loss from 
nets 
being 
torn 
by passing 
vessels. 
The 
nets 
have 
five 
and 
five-eighths 
inch 
meshes, 
so 
that 
none but the larger fish arc taken. The small 
ones pass through. 
Further up the river nets 
with smaller meshes are used. 
The nets are 
“ lifted ” every “ high wator slack,” and thus 
the fish are taken as they are going up the 
river with the tides. 
Twenty-one men are 
employed by this veteran, who are paid from 
twenty-one to sixty dollars a month. 
Five 
hundred fish are considered a good day’s 
catch; but tho Captain said that eighteen 
years ago he had seon five thousand taken In 
one day. 
His annual net gain (no pan in­ 
tended) is between two and three thousand 
dollars, though in 1864 he cleared $9,750. 
The fact that during the last twenty years 
shad have been rapidly disappearing from 
nortbern waters, bas led those interested 
in fish culture to pay much attention to 
their artificial breeding. 
The last report 
of the American Fish Guitarists’ Association 
says that in 1873 7,500,000 young shad were 
turned loose in the Hudson, and that these 
with the 5,000,000 put iu this year will large­ 
ly increase the annual supply. 
Throe years 
ago the shall fisheries of the Hudson were so 
run down that niuuy fishermen withdrew from 
the business, but already they are improving, 
and with the assistance of a proper law es­ 
tablishing a weekly close time, the Commis­ 
sioners say that there i3 no doubt the fisher­ 
ies can be restored lo their former condition. 
Mr. Seth Green says there are now more 
shad in tho Connecticut river than there were 
in 1802, a time when there were more shad in 
the river than ever before.

C lBC l’l f COURT AND COURT OF 
OVER AND TERM IN ER. 


Judge Douglass Boardutan Presiding. 
On Tuesday morning the Jury iu No. 112, 
Ilallenbeck vs. Peter Taylor, came into court 
and rendered a verdict for defendant. 
No. 125, Alm ira Sliter vs. Alonzo Johnson 
etal., was then tried. 
attorneys are A. 
R. Henderson for the plaintiff, A. Schoon- 
maker, Jr., of counsel for plaintiff, F. L. 
Westbrook for defendants. 
This is an action 
brought to recover damages of defendants for 
giving the plaintiff in the spring of 1871, who 
was at that time a newly married woman, a 
skimelton. 
The parties lived at that time at 
Pine Hill, and the plaintiff, who was a widow 
by name Almira Distance, took unto herself a 
husband during the month of April, 1871, 
whose name was William Sliter. 
The next 
night after tho marriage, as claimed, a num­ 
ber of tho Pine Hillers assembled together, 
got fearfully loaded at the saloon of one 
Johuson, and then “ rode a skimelton." 
Ac­ 
cording to the evidence they must have acted 
very much like a troop of wild Indians, for 
they loaded their guns with gravel and fired 
through the windows directly into the house, 
so that the wads were found in the rooms the 
next morning. 
They were requested to cease 
their noise, because a sick child was in the 
house, but refnsed. 
The Justice of the Peace, 
Charles Smith, attempted to disperse them, 
but was told in language that may be polite 
for Pine Hill, but would certainly hardly do 
for a drawing room, to leave. 
It seems this 
row was kicked up simply because tbe newly- 
made Benedict wouldn’t “ com edow n” with 
the sum of $2 for the skimiltoners to buy more 
rum with. 
The defence is that she in^jted 
them to come and give a skimilton; and furth­ 
er, that she remained good friends with the 
parlies and did not think of sueing them until 
nearly a year afterwards; that Bhe brought an 
action then because she became offended at 
one ol the defendants. 
The first witness called was Almiba Sliter, 
who testified: 
I am the plaintifl; I am living 
at present at Chichesterville; at the time of the 
acts complained of I lived at Pine Hill; I 
lived on the Birch Creek road, where I owned 
a house and lot; I was a widow lady and had 
three children; was living in my house in 
April, 1871; my oldest child was eighteen years 
old last January; iu April, 1871, I married Mr. 
Sliter; before marriage my name was Distance; 
we were married Sunday night,the 2d of April, 
and the attack was made on Monday night,the 
3d; the attack lasted until after 12 o’clock at 
night; just at dark they commenced their 
skimelton as they called it; Mr. Sliter went to 
the door, and asked them to leave; one of the 
defendants, Mr. Hanley, said, “N o 
, we 
won’t leave until we bring you out;” Mr. Sliter 
said “You won’t bring me out because I asked 
you not to do this because tho boy was sick, 
and you refused.” Finally some one in the 
crowd said, “ Let us load up and shoot in the 
house,” and then wo went in the rear room of 
the bouse; they fired through the house; threw 
stones and fired stones in the windows so I 
swept up a double handful of stones and wads 
from the room the next morning; they shot in 
the roof also, as could be seen by the spliDters 
and pieces of shingles found the next morning; 
Willie the boy wa3 sleeping in a reces»; we 
carried the children in a bedroom in the rear; 
my house is very near the road; I should think 
there were fifty person» in the company; they 
were very noisy; sang vulgar songs, swore, 
hurrahed, and acted as they generally do at 
skimeltons up there; they had horns, bell», 
guns; tins they drumhied on, and had clubs 
with which they pounded the fence; some of 
the boards were knocked off; one of them 
went on the stoop and tired a gun oil close to 
the window; there were from fourteen to six­ 
teen panes of glass broken by the firing; I 
recognized Sherril Sagendorf, Theodore Sag- 
endorf, Emory Lummis and Ephraim nanley; 
Alonzo Johnson kept a drinking saloon; the 
crowd came from the saloon; a day or two af­ 
ter the transaction I met Mr. Johnson; I had 
my hoy with me; he said “ How is your boy T" 
I replied “ Not very well.” Then said he, “ If 
we had known he was so feeble wo wouldn’t 
have giveu you a skimelton.” During the 
skimelton one of the men who appeared to b# 
the captain would tell tho crowd to go to head­ 
quarters to load up. 
Then they would go to 
the saloon. 
Cross-Examined —Before I married Sliver 
my name was Distance, and berore that my 
name was Place. 
A number of times th* 
folks have said, “ I hear you are going to be 
married soon,” and I would say, “ You seem 
to know my business better than I do myself.” 
Once in January they spoke about it in the 
store of W att Hill and did come that night 
and make a noise; the reason I know John­ 
son sold intoxicating liquor was that I saw 
drunken men around there. 
This affair took 
place in 1871 and we did not bring a suit un­ 
til in 1873; never had any particular diffi­ 
culty with Sherril Sagendorf; he brought a 
suit against me in justice’s court,but withdrew 
it; this was in 1872, the same year I moved 
away from there; Sherril Sagendorf said af­ 
terwards he was sorry they had done it; that 
if it hadn’t been for rum it would never have 
taken place. 
He further said they ought to 
be made to suffer for it; that he didn’t except 
himself. 
W illia m S l it e r , the husband, testified that 
he went to the saloon of Johnson and asked 
him if they intended to give a horning that 
night; that he wished they wouldn’t do it, be­ 
cause the child was sick. 
Johnson replied he 
had advised them to do it, and guessed it 
wouldn't do any harm. 
I told them they 
must tako the consequences and left. 
When 
they camo at night they kept calling “ Come 
out with two dollars.” “ Come down with two 
dollars.” I told them I wouldn’t give one 
cent to treat them with, because I had asked 
them not to do it, and they had refused. 
They said they would keep it up all night. 
After that they fired in the house ;»ome gravel 
stones and wads came in the room. 
We 
heard clattering on the roof during the firing. 
The child was very mu»h excited and fright­ 
ened. 
Charles Smith came there and told 
them they must stop it; that they were a 
nuisance to the whole neighborhood. 
Smith 
was a Justice of the Peace. 
Hanley told him 
he was showing h is 
and had better go 
home. 
Theodore Sagendorf said afterwards 
he was so d—n drunk he didn’t know whether 
he put gravel stone3 in his gun or not. 
Cross-Examined—I did not go to Sagen- 
doiTs house last Saturday to help .throw his 
things out of the house; I was sent there by 
Justice Joseph Smith. 
A number of other witnesses were sworn on 
both sides, 
the defense claiming by their 
proof that no bullets had been shot in the 
house; that the hole claimed by the plaintiff 
to be a bullet hole was merely a knot hole. 
The defense also showed that plaintifl had in­ 
timated during the winter that she was going 
to get married, and that a large party then 
turned out for a big time. 
They went to the 
house of plaintifl and banged away for awhile, 
when she came out,playing the fool with them, 
saying, “You don’t make half noise enough. 
Can’t you do better, Ac. T 
In charging the jury the Judge said the 
skimelton was one of those barbarous cus­ 
toms that are still tolerated in some parts of 
the country, but that can he considered as 
nothing else than a boisterous, noisy assemb- 
lage, generally offensive to the neighborhood, 
and exceedingly annoying to the persons 
whose houses they visit. 
His Honor further 
said, as trespassers they are liable to be sued, 
and the plaintiff should he allowed such dam­ 
ages as a jury shonld decide to give. 
That 
there was no evidence in this case of an invi­ 
tation that the assemblage should take place; 
that under the circumstances the jury could 
come to no other conclusion than that the 
men engaged in the proceedings were engaged 
in it wilfully. 
He further said the jury should 
bring in a verdict for the plaintiff, the only 
question for them to determine being the 
amount of damages. 


No. Ill, Jams» R Vandemark agtt. Jam»» 
Magtll, was then called. An Inquest was ta- 
ken and judgment rendered for plaintiff for 
$309.45. 
No. 114, Jas. H. Vandetnark agsi. Patrick 
K. Horgan, was next called and an inquest 
taken, resulting in a verdict for the plaintiff 
or $333.75. 
An inquest was also taken in No. 180, The 
First National B ank o f Rondout agst. Joseph 
Mooney and another. 
A verdict was ordered 
for the plaintifl of $227.76. 
No. 128, Jacob Westbrook agst. Lodowyck 
Hasbrouck, was then tried. 
The attorneys 
are A. Schoonmaker, Jr., for plaintiff, O. P. 
Carpenter for defendant, Charles A. Fowler of 
counsel for defendant. 
The action is brought, 
os claimed by plaintiff’s counsel, for trespass 
in taking away a large quantity of manure 
from the farm of plaintiff. 
The defendant 
formerly owned the farm; plaintiff bought It 
and before possession was given defendant, 
as claimed, carted away tbe manure. 
De­ 
fendant’s counsel asked to have the complaint 
dismissed on thegrouud that the cause of action 
stated therein was for conversion, whereas an 
action could not be maintained for tbe con­ 
version of m anure; that sort of property, when 
on a farm, being considered real estate. 
The 
Court allowed the case to proceed, though he 
thought the pleading was somewhat vague. 
The principal point in the case as a question 
of fact was in regard to the amount of manure 
carted away. 


Tho R a ilr o a d E xcu rsion . 
The second excursion over the Wallkill Val­ 
ley and Erie Railways from this city to New 
York took place Tuesday.

room coach Ocean Queen, in charge of con­ 
ductor David Ennist. 
An unfortunate acci­ 
dent near George Coutant’s quarries resulted 
in a detention of an hour or more. 
A large 
rock had fallen acd lay so near the track that 
the locomotive and tender in passing struck 
against it and the rear truck of the tender 
was thrown from the rails. Several men were 
at work at the fallen rock, but it seems the en­ 
gineer of the train was not warned in time to 
stop the engine before reaching the rock, or 
else was given to understand that he could 
sifely pass it. However, all the railroad hands 
went to work with a will and were assisted by 
3ome of the more enthusiastic passengers, the 
vexatious delay in the meantime being borne 
very good-naturedly by the excursionists, and 
after much tugsring and lifting and pounding 
and general excitement the huge engine was 
placed on the track again and the train pro­ 
ceeded.

made with no untoward occurrence, and the 
train reached Jersey City about 12:30. 
The 
passenger list was increased after leaving 
Kingston by the addition of four at White- 
port, six at Keatorsville, twenty-two at Rosen- 
date, nineteen at New Paltz, one at Gardiner, 
seven at Shawangunk, thirteen at Walden, 
and eighteen at Montgomery.

excursion train reached Kingston an its re­ 
turn on time—8:15 p. m. 
As these excursions provide a cheap and 
convenient way of reaching New York from 
this city, and serve to make the route better 
known,

that the 
efforts 
of 
the 
officers 
to 
oblige the public are being recognized to a 
gratifying degree. 
Under tho present man­ 
agement the route is more of a real accommo­ 
dation than it has ever been before to this sec­ 
tion, and this result has been attained by the 
persistent efforts of a few liberal-spirited offi­ 
cers in tho face of many serious obstacles.

our introduction to him, and on which occa 
sion we, together with the rest of a “Lincum 
gun boat’s crew,” got the most complete clean 
ing out we ever expect to have. 
We lived on 
two hard biscuits, one paper collar and a gi 
gantic scare for three days—and yet we were 
happy—when we reached the St. Charles in 
New Orleans. 


Stand I l s h l u * . 
The following account of shad iyjhlug on the 
Hudson we clip from an up-rivP’r exchange, 
which says it is not original átl»\ doesn’t know 
to whom the credit is due¡ " The shad fisher­ 
ies of the Hudson are no Unimportant branch 
of business. 
During the season, which ex­ 
tends only from the 1st of April to the middle 
of May, over one million of fish are usually 
caught, which are worth at least $300,000. 
The fishing is begun around Sandy Hook, and 
from there to Stapleton, Staten Island. 
Drift 
nets are used. 
These nets are allowed to 
drift with the tide, being kept straight by a 
boat 
at 
each 
end. 
From 
Stapleton 
to the 
Highlands 
stake 
nets 
are 
em­ 
ployed. 
Pole3 are set at regular inter­ 
vals across the river, leaving room for vessels 
to pass. 
To these poles gill nets are fastened, 
and the fish passing up the river are caught in 
the meshes. 
Above the Highlands drift nets 
are again used. 
Very few fish are caught 
above Hudson and Kinderhook, although a 
few run up to Troy. 
Tbe fish house of Capt. 
Sam Ludlow, the veteran shad fisherman, was 
¡sited, whoee mode of conducting the fishing 
may be taken as a sample. 
He has 150 nets 
and poles set in five rows across the Hudson. 
Each pole costs from $8 to $10, and the nets 
cost $5 
a pieee. 
There is considerable 
loss from 
nets 
being 
torn 
by passing 
vessels. 
The 
nets 
have 
five 
and 
five-eighths 
inch 
meshes, 
so 
that 
none but the larger fish are taken. The small 
ones pass through. 
Further up the river nets 
with smaller meshes are used. 
The nets are 
“ lifted ” every “ high water slack,” and thus 
the fish are taken as they are going up the 
river with the tides. 
Twenty-one men are 
employed by this veteran, who are paid from 
twenty-one to sixty dollars a month. 
Five 
hundred fish are considered a good day’s 
catch; but tho Captain said that eighteen 
years ago he had seen five thousand taken in 
one day. 
His annual net gain (no pan in­ 
tended) is between two and three thousand 
dollars, though in 1864 he cleared $9,750. 
The fact that during the last twenty years 
shad have been rapidly disappearing from 
northern waters, ha3 led those interested 
in fish culture to pay much attention to 
their artificial breeding. 
Tbe last report 
of the American Fish Culturists’ Association 
says that in 1873 7,500,000 young shad were 
turned loose in the Hudson, and that these 
with the 5,000,000 put in this year will large­ 
ly increase the annual supply. 
Three years 
ago the shad fisheries of the Hudson were so 
run down that many fishermen withdrew from 
the business, but already they are improving, 
and with the assistance of a proper law es­ 
tablishing a weekly close time, the Commis­ 
sioners say that there i3 no doubt the fisher­ 
ies can be restored to their former condition. 
Mr. Seth Green says there are now more 
shad in the Connecticut river than there were 
in 1802, a time when there were more shad in 
the river than ever before.

Mr. Pine was taken before Justice Whitney 
for examination, 
n e was held for hail, but 
refused to give it at that lime. 
Saturday he 
was taken to Mouticello, where he gare hail 
of $250 for his appearance before the next 
Grand Jury. 
Mr. Pine has charge oí the es­ 
tate of the heirs of the late Job Rider, and 
from sach of the heirs lias power of attorney. 
A portion of the lands owned by the heirs at 
Handsome Eddy is frequently overflowed by 
water from the canal, and the land is much 
iujured in consequence. 
Mr. Pine states that 
ho has frequently endeavored to get the com­ 
pany to stop the overflow, or to pay for the 
damage done. 
But he alleges that no atten­ 
tion has been paid to his demands, and so ho 
determined to take the matter in his own 
hands and at least force an issue with the 
company.

The Common Council of the city of Kingston do 
ordain as follow s: 
s e c tio n 1. The sidewalk on each side of St. Mary's 
street, in said city, from H asbrouck avenue to 
Chambers street (said St. Mary’s street having been 
graded to its full width,) are hereby required to be 
constructed, curbed ami guttered In th e manner, 
and of the m aterials, and within the tim e herein­ 
after specified. 
5 2. The curbs shall be so sot as to give a uniform 
width of seven feet from the street edge o f the curb 
stone to the line of the street. 
5 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid and get 
according to the grade heretofore established by 
the Common Council, and the curbs on the corners 
of the streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
5 4. The curb-stones Bhall bo at least 20 inches 
depth and of the usnal thickness, and the gutter- 
stones shall be twelve inches wide and of the usual 
thickness. 
5 5. The sidewalks sha'l be flagged, or graveled, 
or covered with any hard material giving a proper 
surface for sidewalks according to the established 
grade, and shall have a rising inclination of one- 
fourth of an inch to each foot from the outer edge 
nf the curb-stones toward the building or street 
line.
